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SUPERINTEN DING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The past year has been one of more than usual commotion, ‘not 
only in our nation, but also in our town, in respect to’the progress 
and management of our schools. It has not been a year of so 
much prosperity as we have experienced the last few years. A 
turbulent spirit, and one difficult to control, has sometimes been 
exhibited, and immoral influences have not been wholly suppressed, 
and profaneness has increased, which should awaken great solicitude 
in parents and guardians of children. ‘There are, however, noble 
exceptions to the rule among the schools and scholars. Were it 
not so, and we were obliged to witness the improvement of our 
school-houses, and the degeneracy of our children, it would furnish 
disconsolate reflections. If the latter grew worse, as the former 
grew better, we might ask again for our poor old school-houses, 
and five week terms; but we will not despair, we will rather hope 
for good things in the future. 


District No. 1. 


The Summer term was taught by the youngest of teachers, who 
was embarrassed to find pupils older than herself and advanced in 
study. It appeared, on examination, that she was well acquainted 
with Grammar and Geography, but not so familiar with Arithmetic ; 
hence the committee delayed giving a certificate, till he should visit 
her school, which I did near the close of the second week, that her 
ability to control it might be tested. The order of the school ex- 
ceeded my expectation, and was superior to that of the former year, 
and I gave her a certificate. But soon afterwards, dissatisfaction 
was expressed and persisted in to such a degree that the school 
was shortened to only seven weeks. With two or three more years 
on her head, and in the meantime giving attention to Greenleaf’s 
Arithmetic, I have no doubt she may become a superior teacher. 
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The Winter term witnessed a great change in this district. The 
school came together in the finest house of the kind in the county, 
if not in the state. May it long continue to be well used by the 
dwellers on the farms of district No. 1, and shelter their virtuous 
and intelligent posterity for generations to come. A young man of 
good ability and experience was secured to break the way in the 
new house. It has not yet closed, but is wellreported of, and will 
leave a good record of itself, though not found in this report. 


District No. 2. 


The Summer term was a long one and quite prosperous. The 
teacher, being of the first rank, soon acquired the confidence of 
the children and the good opinion of the parents, and pursued her 
course with great energy to the close, when the examination ex- 
hibited skillful discipline and earnest labor, on the part of teacher 
and scholars. . 

The Winter term was commenced by the same teacher, and con- 
tinued a few weeks, when she was offered a yearly school, much to 
her advantage, and the district released her reluctantly, upon the 
condition she procured a worthy substitute, which she did, and the 
school commenced again under favorable auspices. Seldom does 
one appear better on examination, or in the school-room, than did 
this teacher; but finding some obstruction in the order of the 
school, and from ill health, she suddenly resigned her place, after a 
few weeks. Not often do we have a poor school because of a good 
teacher, but it may have occured in this instance, owing to the 
interruption necessary to these changes. Mr. B. E. Blanchard is 
is employed to complete the term, which he is now closing suc- 
cessfully, but as it is not concluded, I omit further report of it. 


District No. 3. 


The teacher of the first term brought to this school a large ex- 
perience, and a mind well qualified to instruct in every branch. 
She gave her best endeavors to benefit her pupils, and her efforts 
were somewhat appreciated, but a few, however, taking advantage 
of her good will, used liberties which were not profitable to them- 
selves or the school, Still the progress in study was fair, as was 
witnessed by the closing examination. 

The Winter term, also, was taught by one experienced in the 
business, and one that was energetic and judicious in her mode of 
government. She readily acquired and retained the approval of all 
parties. The examination was conducted without the appearance 
of display, and still the progress of each study was fairly exhibited. 
In the Grammar class there lingered a fragment of concert recita- 
tion, which was almost the only training exceptionable in one of our 
best schools.

District No. 4. 


The Summer term was regarded as a successful one, and was 4 
clear improvement upon the one taught last year by the same 
teacher. The order and stillness were satisfactory, and the pupils 

learned as rapidly as if less noise were sternly insisted upon, but 
the aspect of the school was thereby slightly impaired. 

The Winter term was the first effort of a young man, who sus- 
tained himself very fairly to the end. In reading, the prevailing 
fault was too much haste; a hurried manner has been incurred by 
the laudable effort to improve and go forward in the art as fast as 
possible. The class in Grammar had not advanced far. Other 
classes went thorough with their studies, viz: those in Greenleaf’s 
National and Colburn’s Arithmetics, and in Geography. 


District No. 5. 


The Summer term was under the care of one who understood 
her duty, and was at home in the school-room. She united good 
scholarship with energy and aptness to teach, and being undisturbed 
by outside influences, she could have no other than a prosperous 
school. 

The Winter term enjoyed the services of one of our most ex- 
perienced and successful teachers, and on very reasonable terms. 
It was well conducted, and energetically, perhaps too energetically 
for some pupils in their own estimation, and consequently they ab- 
sented themselves during the last part of the term. Sickness detain- 
ed two other families, all of which left the school small, much to the 
detriment of the absentees, which we regret, since they cannot ex- 
pect to have frequently a ten weeks winter term, under so favor- 
able circumstances. 


District No. 6. 


The Summer school was the first attempt of the teacher and 
must be pronounced a very successful one. ‘The coolness and 
decision with which discipline was maintained thoughout met with 
approval by the committee and by all concerned. The reading. was 
good, and many classes completed their studies. ‘The writing- 
books were well kept, and some were finely written. 

In Winter, the teacher came to us with experience and good 
qualifications, especially in mathematics, being the successful com- 
petitor of his class in college for the prize in this department. I 
mention this fact, because children are lable to be deceived as to 
the qualifications of the teacher. ‘They are not the constituted 
judges. The loudest complaint of the disaffected was, that he did 
not understand Arithmetic, when the truth probably is, that we 
have seldom, if ever, had a teacher so well versed in mathematics. 
As far as could be judged by the examination, the children learned 
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remarkably well. The only thing we saw to criticise was leniency 
in his discipline. Scholars took advantages and liberties from 
which they would not afterwards be restrained. ‘The teacher felt 
obliged to give one scholar his choice either to express his regret 
for what he had done and to reform, or leave the school. He chose 
the latter alternative, but the S. S. Committee was called in to carry 
out this decision. 


District No. 7. 


The same teacher, as last year, had the care of this school, and 
with her usual, if not greater success. She manifested unwearied 
diligence in her labors with her pupi's. The reading was still an 
improvement upon the last year. The bad tone observed formerly 
was quite gone. There were recitations from the scriptures by 
every scholar. ‘The class in Grammar was large for the size of the 
school, and other studies were completed. 


General Remarks. 


It is observed in college as well as in common schools, that 
large scholars love to tyrannize over the little ones. The Sopho- 
mores love to harrass the Freshmen, but it is nothing more elevated 
than a brutish distinction. Look into any well filled farm-yard 
and you will see the big horns and the little horns playing the same 
game, and with a dignity not greatly inferior. The strong hook 
the weak by an evil law, and one of their number that is most ter- 
ribly driven, waits and looks about till an inferior is found, when 
all the debt with interest is paid upon his poor head. Parents 
and teachers should study to divert both themselves and their 
children from this brutish disposition. 

I have already alluded to the increase of profaneness, the proofs 
of which are too patent to be discredited. I do not recollect be- 
fore this year, having my ears assailed by oaths from children 
playing in the street. Wrong doing often meets with recompense 
immediately, as in the Malden murder, but all evil doing will as 
surely work out its bad consequences, and sooner, also, than we 
wish. Would that children were impressed with the fact that pro- 
faneness is pure iniquity, inexcusable and degrading, besides being 
the introduction to things still worse. Virtue in every other respect 
should be scrupulously insited upon. 

This year witnesses the emancipation of our town from the days 
of poor school-houses. Never before have we seen the time when 
it could be said we have not one old or poor school-house in town. 
Our houses are all new, having been built since 1852; they are all 
warm, convenient, pleasantly located, and, with a single exception, 
have what are called modern improvements. District No. 1, has 
completed the list and with the most-expensive building. They 
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have to pay well for it, but have this comfort, that they are not 
obliged to pay dearly for a poor article. If their house costs much 
it is also worth much. ‘The expense is understood to be about 
$2,000 

It will be seen by the details of the Report, that several difficult 
~eases have occurred, heavily taxing the wisdom and patience of 
your committee. It is not claimed that entire exemption from 
error has been attained, and for those errors strong disapproval 
may be the consequence, yet my oath is observed, endeavoring to 
discharge duties to the best of my ability. Often have I been com- 
pelled to feel how fine a thing is judicious! First, a judicious 
teacher and then a judicious prudential committee, who is to map 
out before the teacher's mind the families in the district, and then 
a judicious S. S. Committee to compose differences, and finally, a 
judicious everybody, both to leave off contention before it is med- 
dled with, and also to extricate themselves skillfully when it falls 
upon them. 

“The text books will, of course, remain the same as last year, 
since the statute requires that they be unchanged for three years. 

As the school-house in district No. 3 has been alluded to, I 
would state that more blackboard is needed, and it can be placed 
near the teacher’s desk and in front of the seats, which is the best 
position for the board. The'house may also be improved by paint 
and mural maps.
